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The story of Auburn's 


First 


IN the fall of 1891 we undertook to 
bring, out of the confusion of mass, 
football to Auburn. 

All that fall we practiced on the old 
drill ground back of the main col- 
lege building, or, as we should now 
say, between Samford Hall and the 
gymnasium. 

The University of Virginia and the 
University of North Carolina had al- 
ready introduced a modification of the 
English rugby game. I made a trip to 
the University of ‘Virginia, my Alma 
Mater, and got all the fine points that 
I could get from their famous player, 
Addison Greenway, and from H. S&S. 
Hedges, who was an old friend of mine 
and was playing on their team. 

At the University of Georgia they 
were beginning to play the regular 
game under the leadership of my 
friend, Dr. Charles Herty. Later in the 
season, as we both began to feel that 
we were learning the game, a match 
was arranged between our two teams. 
The date was set for February 22, 
1892, and Atlanta was the natural 
meeting point. rd 

At Auburn we strained our financial 

resources and bought uniforms for the 
team, but we used them very seldom in 
our practice. We were trying to keep 
them clean for the great game with 
Georgia. 

Shortly before the game I visited 
Athens to make some final arrange- 
ments. I shall never forget the cordial 
welcome given me there. The men 
who were in charge insisted that I 
should come out and see their team 
practice. I protested that it might not 
be fair for.me to do so, but they over- 
ruled me. Their team seemed to me to 
play beautifully, and I returned to Au- 
burn .filled with admiration for their 
skill and good sportsmanship. 


A football game was then quite a 
novelty to the people in Atlanta, We 
were very uncertain as to what the 
attendance would be. The newspapers 
gave us good publicity, and we wrote 
articles for them explaining how the 
game was played an@ giving them per- 
sonal points about the individual :play- 
ers. 

When ‘the time came, the Georgia 
boys and ‘their friends arrived on a 
special 
of our-own consisting of two coaches. 
One was filled with boys from Stark’s 
School in ‘Montgomery, who were 
eager to see the game, and ‘the other 

-with our:team and ‘their friends. Both 
trains were decorated with college 
colors. 


The famous old Kimball ‘House was 
The 
Georgia boys naturally felt at home 
and made the whole place ring with 
“Rah! Rah! Georgia!” It was wonder- 
fully effective. I still think it the finest

We repied with: “Rah rah, ree; Rah 


rah, ree; Alabama A.M.C.” 


The A.:M.C. stood for Agricultural 


and Mechanical College, which was 
then the name of our institution. Some- 
how we couldn’t get much pinch in it. 
Their yell was a war cry. Ours sounded 
like a mild announcement. 

Our team went out to the grounds 
on a street car. The Georgia team had 
a “tally-ho.” If you don’t Know what 
a “tally-ho” is, imagine a beautiful, 
long, open, bus-like affair drawn, if I 
remember correctly, by four fine 
horses and brilliantly decorated with 
the college colors. It certainly had 
style. 

The day was dark and rainy, and we 
were very anxious to see what the at- 
tendance would be. When we got to 
the park one glance at the stands 
made us happy. They were filled. The 
newspapers stated that there were

5000 present, but | think. this was an 
over estimate. 

The play began and so did the rain. 
Those beautiful new -uniforms were 
quickly a mass of mud. But who cared? 
The players did not know it was 
raining and those in the stands soon 
got so excited that they forgot it. Some 
of the finer points of the Georgia play 
got lost in the mud, and man for man 
the teams were well matched. 


As I looked back on it after all these 
years the things that stand out in my 
mind are the remarkable punting of 
our fullback Barnwell, the elusive 
running of Dutch Dorsey, and the cool 
generalship of our captain, Frank Lup- 
ton. But, as every football man knows, 
(Rese could not have materialized if 
our line had not held. 


Auburn won by the score of 10-0, 
but the teams were more evenly 
matched than the score would indi- 
cate, and the final result was in doubt 
up to the end. 

Auburn lines have long been famous. 
That was our first one and it set a 
fine example for those that came later. 
The referee, who was an old Princeton 
man, said after the game that “the 
blocking of the Georgia team was 
beautiful, but the Auburn men played 
more like Yale or a Princeton team.” 

I have had many happy moments, 


‘but not often, if ever, have I been as 


happy as I was when that game was 
over. Many staid and perfectly sober 
citizens in the grandstand acted like 
crazy youngsters. One charming and 
gentle lady from Auburn in her excite- 
ment broke her parasol over the head 
and shoulders of a gentleman in front 
of her whom she had never seen be- 
fore. 

Two strange men in their enthusiasm 
after the game grabbed our big center 
and before anyone could stop them

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hustled him into their buggy, squeezed 
him in between them, all muddy as he

LIFE at AUBURN 


IT is with no little hesitancy and feeling 
of unworthiness that I undertake the 
honorable task imposed upon me by my 
fellow classmen, of putting on paper 
where all men may read, the deeds and 
happenings of the noble class of 1901— 
a class that is so soon to embark upon 
the tempestuous sea of life, where each 
one will have to paddle his own canoe. 
But, as I was taught when I first came 
to begin the pursuit of knowledge in 
these classic walls, inplicit obedience is 
the first law of military science, I cheer- 
fully take up my task and beg of you, 
my friends, to bear with me a short 
time, while I endeavor, in my feeble 
way, to portray for you some of the 
happenings and characteristics of our 
class. 


In the second week of September, 
1897, we entered upon the arena of col- 
lege life and began to fight our battles 
(and some of us have been fighting 
‘ever since), sometimes victory crown- 
ing our efforts, sometimes our banner 
has been trailed in the dust. 


As is usual with every incoming 
iclass, we were met at the train by a 
large crowd of hospitable (7?) cadets, 
who had repaired thither for the sole 
purpose of welcoming us. How con- 
siderate of them! But, as the train 
‘rolled in, ominous noises reached our 
‘ears. We thought it was pandemon- 
ium broke loose. 


They were making night hideous by 
their unearthly yells, tin pans, and last 
but far from least, paddles. Although 
we had.expected beforehand that we 
would soon astonish the faculty, cadets, 
and perhaps the world at large, by our 
intellectuality and -other- personal at- 
tributes, we were totally unprepared for 


such a demonstrative reception. 


I might add in this connection that it 
was reported that one of our number had 
telegraphed Dr. Broun to meet him at 
the train. He was, however, disappoint- 
ed, but found that our noble president 
had a large delegation there to repre- 
sent him. 


As I said, the reception was so much 
of a surprise to us that we were com- 
pletely at a loss to know what to do 
or where to go. We had no idea we 
were so conspicuous. However, some 
kind friend soon came along and showed 
us.the way to a “ranch,” where we were 
soon safely housed, and where I reckon 
it is needless to add, we stayed very 
closely for some time afterward. Then 
we went through the mysteries of matri- 
culation, and oh! how proud we felt 
when we got that little slip of paper 
with “Cadet” written before our names. 

Thence to the leading store of the 
métropolis to have the measure taken 
for the uniform, and then we were full- 
fledged cadets. It was not long before 
some kind (?) hearted Sophomores told 
us to prepare for “Senior Inspection.” 
For the next few days that was on every 
lip. 

Oh! how often we dreaded the ap- 
proach of the night, and finally, when 
the dreaded night approached, after a 
hastily-eaten supper we crept away 
with fear and trembling to our beds, 

Finally it 
came, and we only found that “the

It is needless to recount how, quaking 
with fear; we hastened to obey the 
stentorian commands of the senior of- 
ficer, as he told us to clean our room, 
place our shoes af'an angle of 60 degrees 
apart and facing towards the rising sun, 
etc. 

But all things have an end, and ere 
long the novelty wore off, and we be- 
came acquainted with the ways of col- 
lege life and settled down to work, each 
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THERE’S been little change in the 
outward appearance of Samford Hall in 
the past 50 years. Around Samford,

t the commencement of our Sopho- 
more year, we found our number 
creased to the high-water mark, having 
received valuable additions, a number 
being from other states besides Ala- 
bama. Believing in a revised edition of 
the Golden Rule, which says, “Do unto 
others as others have done unto you,” 
we proceeded to give the new Freshman 
Class a Warm welcome and most cordial 
reception. 

Now came that most eventful period 
in the Sophomore’s history, when the 
promotions for corporals are made. 
As we had nearly 100 members in our 
class, and there were only 17 to be 
favored, the number of appointments 
was considerably exceeded by the 
number of disappointments. 

However, the unfortunate ones con- 
soled themselves with thoughts of a

of the favored few would resign or go 
home and the Colonel would recognize 
his true worth and give him the coveted 
prize. 4 

It was at this stage of our career that 
we showed our supremacy on the grid- 
iron by completely snowing under the 
impudent Freshmen who challenged us,

those trees are no longer small. They 
keep the front campus cool and shady 
during Auburn’s hottest summer days 


and defeating the strong Senior team by 
a large score, thereby winning the cham- 
pionship of the college, our goal at no 
time having been crossed by either of 
the opposing teams. 

Having passed 
the sophomoric stage of our existence, 
we rose one step higher in the collegiate 
ladder, and attained the rank of Juniors. 
Although our ranks were somewhat de- 
pleted by dismissals, resignations, etc., 
we were more than glad to welcome into 
our fold several new members who, by 
their actions, have all proved them- 
selves worthy of the Class of 1901. 

They have been ever ready to stand 
up for her, and we are proud to claim 
them as our fellow classmen. It was 
also at this period that some who, it was 
reported, had been refused admission 
to ‘the Sub-Preshman Class, threw in 
their lot with us, and became specialists 
in the art of making pills. 

Having heretofore been all in the same 
classes, studying the same books, copy- 
ing the same notes, and who knows but 
handing up. the same examination 
papers, it was in the Junior Class that 
we separated into our different courses, 
each .one choosing the profession he 
wished to follow; some choosing to roll 
pills or raise potatoes, others to lay out

“WE are here,” were the words uttered 
by Pershing as he stood on the tomb of 
LaFayette. These words were portrayed 
on our faces one beautiful-September 
morning four long years ago, as We en- 
tered these halis of fame, which we can 
now call our Alma Mater.

Our Freshman football team made a 
contribution of seven to the varsity, who 
were to uphold Auburn’s foetbal] repu- 


railroads or grease engines, while others 
decided to take a little of all and called 
themselves General Course. 

Though however much we were di- 
vided, nevertheless we were still 
bound together by the common ties of 
English, Physics, and Tactics. 

Again this year we easily came off 
as champions of the college in football, 
defeating both of the contesting teams 
by a good score, and not allowing either 
team to make a touchdown against us. 
Steadily we worked along through the 
year, delving into the equations of 
“Analyt,” endeavoring to solve the prob- 
lems of Physics, and living “in constant 
dread of a quiz in the same, pouring 
over English, we completed the third 
year of our college life. 

After all this hard work, after having 
fought many battles, being, buffeted 
about by the world in general and the 
faculty in particular, we have arrived at 
the long-looked-for, much-desired goal 
of seniority.

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In the Sophomore year we had eight, 
in the Junior year eleven, and this 
year eight. 

Among our elassmen we have been 
proud to claim the finest quarterback 
that ever played on a Southern football 
field, and have now among our number 
one who was placed by a competent 
critic in the honorary position of captain 
of the All-Southern team. On the base- 
ball and gymnasium team we have also 
had our full share of representatives. 


However, it is not alone in athletics 
that 1901 has confined her talents, for 
she has also invaded the realms of Lit- 
erature and Oratory, and, as usual, has 
been successful in these. It is even 
whispered that some love-sick swain 
among our number has degenerated into 
expressing his thoughts in poetry.

Again in the ranks of society have we 
had our representatives.

Like the other members, Mr. Streit 
is eminently qualified for the honor.

In 1949 he stepped 
out again, firmly refusing reelection. 

It was Mr. Streit who was chairman

AUBURN’S dean of veterinary medicine, 
Dr. Redding S. Sugg, °14, was awarded 
the Twelfth International Veterinary 
Congress Prize at the annual national 
convention of the American Veterinary 
Medical Association in Milwaukee, Wis- 
consin, last August 20. 

The award is made each year in re- 
cognition of “outstanding service by a 
member of the AVMA to veterinary 
medical science and the profession.” 

Dr. Sugg’s work in the regional educa- 
tional plan was recognized in the cita- 
tion. It was in 1947 that he began, 
through state governments in the south- 
eastern states, to broaden veterinary 
educational opportunities in the area. 

As a result of this work, a program 

has been developed which enables 
students from states having no veteri- 
nary medical colleges to enroll at such 
colleges in other Southern states. To 
accomplish this, the several Southern 
states having no veterinary school con- 
tribute financially to the support of 
the school approved by the program. 

In’ return for this support, they are 
assured of having a fair quota of 
their applicants admitted. 


Leaders in the field point to the fact 
that this plan makes it possible to sup- 
ply veterinarians to many localities 
which are in need of such professional 
service. A similar plan was instituted 
for students of human medicine and 
dentistry. 


Born in Old Sparta; North Carolina, 
in 1893, Dr. Sugg transferred to Auburn 
in 1913 after attending North Carolina 
State College. He received his bachelor’s 
degree in animal husbandry in 1914 and 
his degree as doctor of veterinary medi- 
cine the following year. 

Returning to North Carolina, he was 
engaged in a general practice for a short 
time. In 1916 Dr. Sugg returned to Au- 
burn as an instructor in the Schoo! of 
Veterinary Medicine. War interrupted 
his teaching career in 1917 when he was 
called to active duty as a second lieu- 
tenant in the Veterinary Corps. 

He was released from military service 
as a captain in June, 1919, and, reti 
ing to Auburn, soon became professor of 
bacteriology and pathology. From 1930 
until 1940 Dr. Sugg was extension vet- 
erinary and animal husbandman for the 
A.P.I. Agricultural Extension Service. 

He became Alabama's state veteri- 
narian and dean of the A.P.|. School 
of Veterinary Medicine in 1940. Two 
years later, in August, 1942, war again 
interrupted his career. He served in 
the Veterinary Corps until February, 
1946, as a lieutenant colonel.

CHARLIE Agnew and his orchestra 
played for the opening dances and the 
social committee, after tallying the take, 
found they’d lost money on the deal. 
The Plainsman made an editorial plea 
for a revamped system of dances. . . 


TWO days later the student newspaper 
announced that, for the first time in 
its history, it would sponsor a student 
opinion poll. Questions, said The 
Plaingsman, would be on matters of local, 
state, and national interest. . . OMI- 
CRON Delta Kappa president Alvin 
Moreland said plans for the annual 
“Burn the Bulldog” pep rally were com- 
plete. It was held Thursday night, 
October 22, between Ross and Ramsay.
